Alice is thought to have been the first black person born in Philadelphia and 
was the child of Barbadian slaves. She was alleged to have been born in 
1686 and died in 1802. She was sent to work on Dunk’s Ferry in Bucks 
County where she collected tolls and managed the service for around 40 
years. Eventually, Alice became a famed oral historian and trusted source 
of information, visited by many to hear tales of her life in 18th-century 
Philadelphia. A lifelong worshipper at Christ Church Philadelphia, she was 
known for riding a galloping horse to church while in her nineties. Alice’s 
life was recorded in Thomas Isiah’s ‘Memoirs of Remarkable Female 
Characters Ancient and Modern’ published in 1804 and versions of her life 
story were published in the UK at the time of her death. Alice was never 
given her freedom and has since become an inspiring international symbol 
of survival. This portrait is based on an original painting sent to the UK from 
the United States and the surrounding vignettes represent different aspects 
of her life. The engraving is rare with only one other example discovered, 
held by the Barbados Museum and Historical Society.

After attending 
the Sorbonne and King's College London, he became a physician, practising 
at the Marylebone Dispensary, in the Crimean War, and as a private 
consultant in London. He was forced to abandon his medical career due to 
deteriorating vision, eventually becoming blind. He was to work tirelessly 
for the adoption of Braille.

Baronet FRCS FRS (1783-1867), William Allen Miller FRS (1817-1870), Robert 
Bentley Todd (1809-1860), William Augustus Guy (1810-1885), Richard 
William Jelf (1798-1871), John Ayrton Paris (1785-1856), Joseph Henry Green 
(1791-1863), John Webster (1794-1876), Arthur Farre FRS (1811-1887), Henry 
Morley (1822-1894), Benjamin Travers FRS (1783-1858), Edward Stanley 
(1793-1862), Robert Keate FRCS (1777-1857), John Painter Vincent (1776- 
1852) and Samuel Cooper FRS (1780-1848).

`... The night before arrival at Alexandria during my watch | got a hail from 
the crow's nest look out "Object right ahead." | peered anxiously round, 
eyes literally glued to my binoculars but couldn't see anything | immediately 
called the Captain and together we tried to see what had been reported. 
Suddenly | caught a glimpse of a small object which | thought was a T.B.D. 
[Torpedo Boat Destroyer]. She had no lights, so down went the helm and 
we swung round eight points. Then we lost sight of her. On arrival at 
Alexandria we found that my surmise was correct, for a small French 
torpedo boat had reported by wireless "large steamer carrying no lights 
apparently a transport suddenly altered course 8 points. Evidently excellent 
look out kept." This coming to the authorities notice | called up Monk (the 
look out man) and told him of the report and you may be sure how pleased 
he looked to find his vigilance had been noted. 


At Alexandria we landed the aeroplane and other cargo and one of the 
officers with whom | became great friends - a Lieut. Bird, took me to lunch 
at the Club and then we went to see Pompey's Pillar. The Catacomb - the 
Museum and other places of interest. Oh Bunny it is marvellous, | felt just 
transported somehow back a thousand years. The wonderful works of arts 
of the ancient Romans and Egyptians cast a feeling of wonder and 
admiration for these bygone empires. | will be able to tell you more fully all 
| saw - it is beyond me to write. 


Our next orders were to proceed to the Dardanelles and disembark our 
troops at the Island of Lemnos. This Island is just off the mouth of the straits 
and about 40 miles away from the actual front. Our twisting tortuous course 
though the countless islands of the Grecian Archipelago was something new 
to me and | can assure you dear we were relieved when we dropped anchor 
in Mudros Bay [Lemnos, Malta]. | have already related in a previous letter 
of our engagement with the supposed submarine so will not bore you with 
a repetition. | also gave you all the details concerning our stay in Lemnos 
and the trip down to Alexandria. Dear | will tell you now | am alright but we 
had over two hundred cases of enteric and dysentery on board. 


We were an armed ship - naval hospital ship - although we had 6 or 7 
hundred helpless men on board and were therefore fair game for a 
submarine attack. Consequently the usual precautions had to be taken. 
Also seeing the torpedoed transport "Southlands" coming into Lemnos and 
other small craft bringing in those who had jumped into the water made us 
doubly anxious as you can imagine. Therefore the ports had to be screened 
and the holds in which the dysentery and enteric cases - were - a horror. 
The germs of disease seemed to have spread for after | recovered one by 
one all the Officers and the Cadets suffered slightly. The saddest case is 
one of our new boys - his first voyage - and his life is despaired of. He has 
however cheated death three times - three doctors - giving him only a few 
hours to live - He - poor kid - is a living skeleton. His skin stretches like 
parchment over his bones will protrude so that it seems they must break 
through. | do hope he lives but | doubt it. The Captain is also laid up in bed 
with the same disease - dysentery - and Mr Lay(?) has taken command."

At 
the start of the volume is a 4-page manuscript list of Nashe's works with notices of biographical accounts, written in a neat hand, probably 
by Robert Reeve, on laid paper with watermark of 'A. Smith'; a later manuscript note tipped in noting an account of Nashe's 2 plays 
published in the Retrospective Review for April 1828; this article copied in a neat contemporary hand and supplied on 3 part-folding pages

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An extraordinary, and possibly unique, sammelband of rare works by the legendary prose writer Thomas Nashe. The only comparable items 
identified are a handful of multi-pamphlet volumes offered at auction centred on John Lyly and the Marprelate controversy. This collection 
of seven works was apparently bound by the former owner Robert Reeve, circa 1820, who notes that the items had been together in this 
order long since before he owned them. The missing two leaves in the final work are supplied in printed ‘facsimile’ and appear to have 
been specially set by Reeve at the time of binding; as such these two leaves are probably unique. For more information concerning editions 
and issue points the standard reference is the 5-volume works edition edited by Ronald B. McKerrow, 1904-10, with extra information 
obtained from ESTC, STC and Pforzheimer. 


Thomas Nashe (or Nash) was an Elizabethan playwright, poet, satirist and pamphleteer. He is often considered the most brilliant and 
inventive prose writer of Elizabethan England. His subject range was wide as demonstrated in these seven works here. It is thought he 
collaborated with his friend Christopher Marlowe on Dido, Queen of Carthage, Ben Jonson on The Isle of Dogs (now lost) and Shakespeare 
on the Henry VI plays. In pamphlets such as Pierce Penniless he was involved in a defence of the Church of England. He was attracted to 
the Martin Marprelate controversy by his hatred of puritanism, being employed by the bishops to write against the works of fictional 
character Martin Marprelate. His lengthy and vicious quarrel with Gabriel Harvey was instrumental in defining English prose style and 
became so troubling that the authorities closed down the printing presses and issued a life ban on writing to both Harvey and Nash (1599). 


Nashes Lenten Stuffe (1599) was Nashe's last work and written after he went on the run from the London authorities following the furore 
surrounding a performance of his and Ben Jonson's Isle of Dogs (1597). Have with You to Saffron-Walden was a response to Gabriel Harvey 
during their lengthy feud. Pierce Penniless contains an attack on both Richard Harvey, the astrologer and the Marinist, who, as part of the 
Marprelate controversy, had been waging a pamphlet war attacking the episcopacy of the Anglican church. Strange Newes contains Nashe's 
fierce response to Harvey's demolition of the recently deceased writer, Robert Greene. In The Terrors of the Night Nash sceptically considers 
dreams, nightmares, and apparitions, which he considers born of superstition, melancholy or imagination. Pappe with a hatchet is now 
believed to have been written by John Lily, though its inclusion here leaves open the idea that Nashe may have had some involvement in 
it, and besides it is one of the pamphlets in the Marprelate controversy. The last item, Summer's Last Will and Testament, is Nashe's only 
extant solo-authored play, a comedy notable for breaking new ground in the development of English Renaissance drama. 


'If Nashe is a "minor" author, or at any rate a flawed one, his stylistic influence was none the less major. His richly textured language is 
discernible in the comedies of Jonson and the journalism of Dekker, and is more subtly present in Shakespeare: in the Falstaff scenes, in 
the bitter clowning of Twelfth Night, and even in Hamlet. The inclusiveness of his pamphlets, their gossip and bric-à-brac, have made 
them a "granary for commentators" (Brydges, Restituta, 1815, 2.559). They have, in the words of his great editor Ronald B. McKerrow 
(Works, 5.1), "a vividness of presentation which makes them more surely and entirely of their own time and country, more representative 
of the England of Elizabeth, than almost any others". Their irrepressible humour stands out sharply against the backdrop of circumstances— 
poverty, censorship, imprisonment—in which they were written.' (Oxford Dictionary of National Biography online).

A rare collection of first edition restoration dramas bound in a contemporary binding, which includes Thomas Shadwell's first play The Sullen Lovers (loosely 
based on Moliere's Les Facheux, first published in 1662, and more loosely Le Misanthrope, first published in 1666), and the two plays regarded as Shadwell's 
best: Epsom Wells (1672), and The Squire of Alsatia (1688). Aphra Behn's The Young King is a scarce 1683 first edition of a play which was first performed in 
1679, and according to ESTC is partly based on Gaultier de Coste's Cleopatre and Calderon's La Vida es Sueno. This copy contains two additional lines at the 
end of the prologue which are not present in the online version of the text provided by EEBO (though the final line is trimmed with partial loss of the text). 
The two lines read: ‘Heaven bless the King but keeps the Land in peace / Or he'll be sweetly served by such as these’. Nahum Tate’s The Ingratitude of a 
Common-Wealth is an adaptation of Shakespeare's Coriolanus, while Edward Ravenscroft's The Citizen Turn'd Gentleman is an adaptation of Moliere's 
Bourgeois Gentihomme and Monsieur de Pourceaugnac. 


The Injur'd Lovers is the first published play by the actor and dramatist William Mountfort (1664 - 10 December 1692), who was ambushed and murdered in 
Howard Street, Strand by the adventurer Captain Richard Hill, on the 9th December 1692. Captain Hill had perceived Mountfort to be his rival in love for Mrs. 
Anne Bracegirdle, an actress who first performed the role of Antelina in The Injur'd Lovers and had been annoyed by the captain's persistent attentions. 
Aided by the politician and rake Charles Mohun, 4th Baron Mohun, Mountfort was stabbed in the chest by Hill, and died of his wounds the following day. 
Following the attack Hill fled to France, while Lord Mohun was tried by his peers and (perhaps not surprisingly) acquitted by a vote of 69 to 14.

Lots marked with AR next to the lot number may be subject to Droit de Suite. 


Droit de Suite is payable on the hammer price of any artwork sold in the lifetime of the artist, or within 7O years of the artist's 
death. The buyer agrees to pay Dominic Winter Auctioneers Ltd. an amount equal to the resale royalty and we will pay such 
amount to the artist's collecting agent. Resale royalty applies where the Hammer price is 1,000 Euros or more and the amount 
cannot be more than 12,500 Euros per lot. 


The amount is calculated as follows:

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CONDITIONS OF SALE AND BUSINESS

. The Seller warrants to the Auctioneer and the buyer that he is the true 


owner or is properly authorised to sell the property by the true owner 
and is able to transfer good and marketable title to the property free from 
any third party claims. 


(a) The highest bidder to be the buyer. If during the auction the Auctioneer 
considers that a dispute has arisen he has absolute authority to settle 
it or re-offer the lot. The Auctioneer may at his sole discretion 
determine the advance of bidding or refuse a bid, divide any lot, 
combine any two or more lots or withdraw any lot without prior notice. 

(b) Where goods are bought at auction by a buyer who has entered into
